You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said Town, 
on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten of the clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects :

II. Road Commissioners, Commissioners of Public Library, 
Fish and Game Warden and Constables. 

III. Sealer of Weights and Measures, Surveyors of Wood, Bark 
and Lumber, Health Officers and Fence Viewers and all other 
necessary town Officers and Agents for the ensuing year. 

IV. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for the 
support of schools, for paying the town debts and defraying the 
interests thereon, for the support and maintenance of the Public 
Library and for other necessary charges arising in said town. 

V. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and Board of 
Selectmen to the Town Auditors, the reports of the Auditors, 
Agents, Committees or other officers heretofore chosen’ or appoint- 
ed and to pass any vote relating thereto. 

VI. To see if the town will vote to appropriate twenty-five dol- 
lars for Memorial purposes. 

VII. To see if the town will vote to build a receiving Tomb for 
the benefit of said town as per petition of Edward Hayford and 10 
other legal voters. 

VIII. If voted to build, to raise such sum of money as may be 
necessary to build and complete the same and to choose a com- 
mittee to locate and build said receiving ‘Tomb. 

IX. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the old road, 
so called, leading from near the house of E. K. Batchelder to 
Cooper road, so called. 

To transact all other business which may legally come before | 
said meeting.

Report of School Board. 


In compliance with law and custom the school board pre- 
sent the following report of the state of education in the town. 
Owing to the early date of closing the fiscal year, our statistical 
table is necessarily incomplete, as the schools at “Rowe’s Corner” 
and “The Junction” are still in session. ‘The teachers of last year 
who were then successful in their schools were retained, and the 
progress of the pupils under their charge has proved the wisdom 
of so doing. We have experienced much difficulty in securing a 
teacher just adapted to the needs of our advanced school, or we 
might say, there has been a difficulty in adapting the school to its 
environment. Notwithstanding, those pupils who were willing to 
apply themselves to study have enjoyed a profitable year. In look- 
ing over the who le town we feel that advancement has been made; 
there has been a willingness on the part of the parents to cooperate 
with the teachers in methods of instruction and discipline and an 
unusual interest in the cause of education has been manifested by 
the citizens. The process of educating the youthful mind is like 
the growth of atree, of slow and often imperceptible additions, 
but ifthe conditions are favorable the process is constantly going 
on. We bespeak a continued interest in our schools and hope 
each successive year will give us better methods and better facili- 
ties for education.
